Prices Were at Peak 


All that was back in the 1919 and 
1920 days, when prices were at 
their peak—and what a striking dif- 
ference there is ‘now, with cows 
selling from’ $12 ‘to $16. Viewed 
from a distance, all this looks mighty 
good and sounds easy, but it was not 
always so-easy for the auctioneer, 
who. often had to travel long dis- 
tances between sales—on one occa- 
sion more than 90 miled by team 
and another time Mr. Damron went 
from 18 miles east of Ponoka to 
north of Leedale, between sales ‘held 
on consecutive days. 

Using one’s voice in the open air 
for- long periods of time—sometimes 
‘seven hours at a stretch, is also not 
such an easy matter; ‘However, dur- 
ing all those years, over good roads 
and bad—through fair weather and 
foul—never once has Mr. Damron 
cancelled a’ sale through ill health 
or fault of his own, and only on one 
vecasion was he forced. by. impas- 
sable road conditions to turn back. 
That was the Dick Sambrooke sale, 
billed for April 3rd, in about 1915, 
and at the season of the year when 
there was ‘neither sleighing nor 
wheeling. Mr. Damron left Bentley 
at’ 7 o’clock in the: morning but 
every..few rods he was forced ta 
sop a chop the freezing mud from 
the -buggy wheels. When he had 
gone four miles, or to. the corner of 
Hans P,* Hansen’s farm, west. of 
town, thé ‘wheels refused to turn— 
frozen. stiff. 

Only Made Seven: Miles 

Down near the Sunset school house 
he could see an abandoned buggy 
Standing at the roadside, where Carl 
Thomas and “Tim” Sambrooke had, 
earlier, unhitched their horses and 
turned for home. At noon Mr, Dam- 
ron found himself: just seven miles 
from Bentley and so he gave it up 
and went back, 

The coldest weather for a sale 
day, Mr. Damron remembers as being 
54 degrees below when he -started 
out in the morning for his destina- 
tion, seven miles northeast of Clive. 
He also recalls crying a sale for a 
Mrs. Holden on what was then 
known as the Triplitz Place, be- 
tween Bentley and Rimbey, when the 
thermometer registered at 30 bélow 
at noon—-in. spite of the fact that it 
was a bright, sunshiny day. 

A Real Hard Trip 

Another especially hard trip was 
one made to a sale on the farm of a 
man named ,Wheatley, who lived 12 
miles northwest of Leslieville. The 
first portion of the journey was 
made by wagon, the second (as. far 
as the Medicine River) was made by 
Sleigh, and the last several miles 
were covered on horseback, taking 
a day and a half for the trip,
